Cabinets are furnished both with 
and without speaker horn, but we recommend a cabinet with inbuilt 
speaker and unless otherwise specified in order, will furnish cabinets of 
this type.

Ideal Speaker Horns are built of several layers of thin wood glued 
together and shaped to a form which experience has demonstrated to be 
best for magnifying and transmitting with least distortion both voice and 
instrumental music. Ideal horns have a wonderfully sweet, mellow tone 
and are free of that “tinny” sound found in many of the individual 


horns. A standard speaker unit is furnished with every horn. 


Battery chamber is ventilated thus preventing the accumulation and 
confining of moisture and acid odors. Bottom on which set rests is a 
single board of ply-wood laid in glue and nailed, thus forming an al- 
most air-tight insulation between storage battery chamber and set and re- 
ducing to a minimum danger of injury to set from moisture and acid 


gases. A five wire battery cable is supplied with every console. 


All our regular line consoles have two doors in front, separated 


by a handsome scroll panel which shields the loud speaker horn open- 
ing. All doors are hung on solid brass or nickel plated hinges and fasten 
with friction catch. Door in front of set drops down and is supported 


at both ends, forming a substantial and convenient arm rest while set is 
being tuned. This door is equipped with a neat mortised lock which 
permits set being closed securely against harm from children or meddle- 
some persons. Artistic drop pulls give a pleasing touch of refined orna- 


mentation. 


Entire back of battery chamber opens downward, is held in a hori- 


zontal position by strong stay hinges and forms a convenient shelf on 
which batteries may be placed should they need attention. 


Tops or lids of all cabinets, except on Speaker and Battery Tables, 
are hinged at back and held in raised position by suitable stay support. 


Ideal Radio Cabinets were designed primarily to take the popular 


7-in. high panel, but will also accommodate panels 8 in. high. (Cab-
